Strict orders for cutbacks in fuel 
consumption kept millions of workers 
and students at home today in the 
frigid East and Midwest but also 
helped guarantee that their homes will 
stay warm. 
The Federal Power Commission said 
that because at least ll states made 
plans to close businesses and schools to 
save fuel, and four m ajor natural gas 


pipeline systems reported slight in­ 
creases in supplies Sunday, the threat 
of interrupted gas service to homes 
had receded. 
But more than 1.5 million people 
were out of work — one million of these 
in Ohio — and thousands of schools 
were closed because of the strain on 
fuel supplies, especially natural gas, 
during this winter s wicked cold spells. 
In Buffalo. N Y., hardest-hit city in 


the nation, at least eight persons 
perished in the blizzard there, in­ 
cluding seven found dead in their cars 
Fifty-nine persons were arraigned 
Sunday on charges connected with 
looting stores during the paralyzing 
storm. 
A storm brought snow and sleet to 
the South, from central Texas to 
Georgia, Sunday and early today.

Tem peratures were to rise to the 
comparatively balmy 20s today, but 
Ohio could only expect the problems 
caused by natural gas shortages to re­ 
main at the status quo. 


Columbia Gas Transmission Corp., a 
major gas supplier to utilities in Ohio 
and six other states, said it was 
maintaining its cutback in allotments 
to over 80 gas companies in its service 
area. 


That means that three m ajor Ohio 
firms supplied by the transmission 
company—Columbia 
Gas of 
Ohio, 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co. and 
Dayton Power & Light Co.—must con­ 
tinue to hold back supplies to all but 
residential and other high priority 
customers. That policy has shut down 
many industries, schools and busi­ 
nesses, idling an estimated one million 
workers, 25 per cent of the state’s work 
force. 
Columbia T ransm ission— which 
serves Ohio, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
P ennsylvania, M aryland, V irginia, 
New 
York 
and 
the 
District 
of 
Columbia— said it was acting in accor­ 
dance 
with 
Federal 
Power 
Com­ 
mission regulations and directives 
designed to deal with gas emergencies. 
The supplier cut its daily allotments 
to customers by about 20 per cent last 
Thursday, the company indicated. In a 
news release, a spokesman said the 
persistent cold weather has cut deeply 
into stocks of underground storage gas 
and has sharply reduced the amount of 
gas it can deliver from storage each 
day. 
M eanwhile, 
a 
spokesm an 
for 
Columbia Gas, the state’s largest gas 
utility, said the situation was holding 
steady. 
“ P ressu res 
are 
holding 
solid 
throughout the state,” spokesman 
William Chaddock said. Columbia Gas 
serves 56 counties with more than one 
million customers. 
Reports from the three other large 
gas 
companies 
in 
Ohio— 
DP&L, 
CG&E, and East Ohio Gas Co.—were 
much the same. 
“ I guess our guys are keeping up 
with it (demand),” said East Ohio 
spokesman David Talbott.

In most areas, the forecast called for 
at least two more days of very cold 
w eather, perhaps a few degrees 
w anner than during the weekend. 
Both houses of Congress scheduled

House. The bill would enable President 
Carter to order gas transferred from 
one pipeline company to another to get 
it to the most desperate areas. 
Senate leaders said a vote was 


possible today and likely by Tuesday 
unless attem pts to amend the bill slow 
it down. The House Commerce Com­ 
mittee planned to work on the bill 
today so it could be ready for floor 
adion Tuesday. 
Carter traveled Sunday to Pitt­ 
sburgh to tour a turbine plant that was 
partially shut down by the cold and the 
fuel shortage. 
“ I don’t think there's any doubt that 
there is a natural gas shortage in this 
a re a ," the President said. "But 
nationwide, if we could distribute the 


gusto exactly where it was needed, we 
would probably have enough.” 
Pennsylvania was among the states 
in which distributors had said they 
might have to cut off gas delivery to 
residences because of dwindling 
supplies and failing pressure. 
They already had stopped servicing 
hundreds of businesses, and about 
90,000 workers have been laid off. All 
state schools have been closed since 
Thursday, keeping more than 2.6 
million pupils at home.

Modifications Could Kill Gas Bill 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Con­ 
gressional leaders are predicting fast 
action this week on President C arter’s 
emergency natural gas bill, but major 
efforts are under way to modify the 
President’s proposals. 
Any heavy tampering 
with 
the 
legislation “ would almost certainly 
assure there could be no bill passed,” 
Senate Majority leader Robert Byrd, 
DW.Va., warned over the weekend. 
The bill would enable Carter to order 
gas transferred from one pipeline 
company to another to get it to areas 
hardest hit by the current spell of 
abnormally cold weather. 
C arter’s proposal also would free 
some gas from federal price controls 
through July 31. 
C ongressional leaders say final 
action should come by the end of the 
week. 


Carter flew by helicopter to Pitt­ 
sburgh on Sunday, saying he wanted a 
first-hand look at the impact the 
weather is having on employment. 


A rctic tem p eratu res that swept 
cross the eastern half of the nation on 
Friday put more than 1.5 million 
persons out of work, closed factories 
and other businesses and forced cur­ 
tailment of the use of already scarce 
natural gas. 


The Senate, which waived com­ 
mittee hearings on C arter’s energy 
legislation, gets back to work on the 
bill today after opening debate Friday. 
Attempts to amend the legislation may 
produce a “free-for-all on the floor,” 
one Senate aide said. 
Although a vote in the Senate was 
possible by late today, leaders said a 
vote was more likely Tuesday. 


In the House, a “m arkup” session on 
the legislation was scheduled for today 
by the House Conunerce Committee to 
ready the bill for anticipated floor 
action Tuesday. 


Congressional leaders have urged 
members to restrain from offering 
amendments. But a number were 
expected to fie tried nonetheless. 


One amendment, offered by Sen. 
Bennett Johnston, D-I^a., and backed 
by most senators from gas-producing 
states, would eliminate the bill’s au­ 
thorization for the President to order 
connections between interstate and 
intrastate pipelines. 
There is now no physical link bet­ 
ween these two types of pipelines. 
Interstate lines, which carry gas from 
producing states to the rest of the na­ 
tion. are subject to Federal Power 


Commission price regulation, while 
intrastate lines, which handle gas 
produced and sold in the same state, 
are not. 


Johnston claims allowing linkage of 
the interstate and intrastate pipelines 
ultimately could lead to PPC control 
over the intrastate market and might 
generate shortages in gas-producing 
states as severe as those in other areas 
of the nation. 


Although the natural gas bill will 
dominate action in both House and 
Senate this week, the Senate also was 
expected to take up a resolution to 
streamline and reorganize its own 
committee system. The House Ways 
and Means Committee, meanwhile, is 
scheduled to begin hearings Wed­ 
nesday on C arter’s economic stimulus 
proposals.

The floors also 
have heavy carpets and the people 
have m attresses also. We have had 
many people offer their services. 
Right now we have some local girl 
scouts helping us that have special 
training. We are doing this because we 
feel it is our Christian duty, and people 
have been very cooperative and un­ 
derstanding. These are very mannerly 
people,” Sharrett concluded. 


Disaster Services Coordinator John 
Leist has much the same reaction to 
the events of the weekend.

that have involved rescues, food and 
heating oil deliveries, and also 
medicine delivery.

I .cist told the Herald that some 
people have even stopped working and 
have taken their vacations now so that 
they can help out on a round-the-clock 
basis. 
Tile Disaster Services and the local 
chapter of the Red Cross report that 
they are still in dire need of anything 
that people might be able to donate in 
the way of food and clothes.

A Prinze spokesman 
said entertainer Bob Hope would be an 
honorary pallbearer. 
Prinze, who left a note saying he 
couldn’t 
"take it anym ore,” died 
Saturday afternoon, 33 hours after he 
pulled a .32 caliber automatic from his 
apartm ent sofa and fired a bullet 
through his temple as Snyder watched. 
He had just hung up the telephone from 
speaking to his estranged wife, Kathy, 
mother of his 10-month-old son Freddie 
Jr. 
As doctors at UCLA Medical Center 
performed surgery and used life- 
sustaining equipment in a futile effort 
to save him, the hospital was flooded 
with telephone calls from fans. The 
family and a few close friends, in­ 
cluding singer Orlando, held a vigil. 
Doctors at first refused to comment 
on Prinze’s chances for survival, but 
the Ivos Angeles County coroner’s 
office said Sunday that his injuries 
were so serious that he could not have 
lived. 
"All that charm, all that love, all 
that marvelous talent and all that 
nicen ess,” said Jam es Kom ack, 
producer and creator of the "Chico" 
series. "He couldn’t do that offstage. 
Offstage the world was still

comfortable for him .” 
Prinze was faced with the breakup of 
his m arriage, the problems of trying to 
free himself from a contract with a 
former m anager who signed him as a 
teen-ager and the concern over an 
impending trial on charges of driving 
under the influence of drugs.

Also proposed in the bill is a five 
year extension of the food stamp 
program, Food for Peace program and 
other food and agricultural programs 
and the creation of a new charter for 
the nation’s agricultural research.

The bill would continue the secretary 
of agriculture’s authority to determine 
the level of price support loans, 
although the minimum would be not 
less than 75 per cent of the production 
cost. However, the Talmadge bill 
would provide additional desertion to 
the secretary in order to maintain a 
m arket-price-oriented ag ricu ltu re. 
Under certain circumstances, 
the 
secretary could set the loan rate at not 
less than 90 per cent of the prevailing 
world price. 
Farm Bureau also supports a section 
of the bill which extends the Food 
Stamp Reform Act, making effective 
most of the provisions of a food stamp 
reform bill approved by the Senate 
agriculture committee in 1976. 
Farm Bureau leaders plan to talk 
with Senator Talmadge about the bill 
when county Farm Bureau presidents 
visit Washington March 14 -16 to speak 
with congressional leaders about the 
status of agriculture.

A nation which until now has 
taken its time about reacting 
to energy shortages finds itself 
forced to act, not because 
energy costs are climbing but 
because fuel supplies are low.

for the present. Lowering 
maximum home and office 
temperatures to 65 degrees, as 
the President has requested, is 
a necessary first answer to the

may only be the first step 
required to pull out of the 
thermometer’s nosedive.

O f Unemployment 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
James A. Rhodes said Saturday he 
would submit legislation to speed 
payment of unemployment 
claims 
filed during Ohio's declared state of 
“ energy crisis." 
Under current law, claimants 
generally do not receive their first 
check until about four weeks after 
filing, according to Albert Giles, ad­ 
ministrator

"In this emergency situation,"

unemployment compensation in the 
shortest time possible.”

Dr. Zworykin 
came to the United States soon after 
World W ar I. He worked for the 
Westinghouse Corp. until he joined 
RCA in 1929 as Director of the Elec­ 
tronic Research laboratory.

Soon after his retirement from RCA,

Child Abusers Can Find Help 


The National Committee for the 
Prevention Of Child Abuse tells us that 
child abuse is now epidemic not only in 
the United States, but throughout the 
world. I^ist year, approximately one 
m illion Am erican children were 
abused, and two thousand died painful 
deaths from beatings, bums, 
im­ 
mersion in scalding water, etc. 
Neglect I failure to provide a child 
with the basic necessities of life:food, 
clothing, shelter or medical care) is 
also child abase. So is asing a child for 
sexual gratification. 
Child abuse can leave permanent 
physical scars-a crippled limb, im­ 
paired vision, a hearing loss and even 
brain damage. It causes antisocial 
behavor, failure in school, juvenile 
delinquency and emotional problems. 
Parents who abuse their children 
need the kind of help that is now a- 
vailable through Parents Anonymous. 
It was founded by parents who had 
abused their children and had the 
courage to organize and seek solutions 
to 
their 
problem. 
They 
are 
headquartered at 2810 Artesia Blvd., 
Redondo Beach, Calif. 90278. 
There are now 450 chapters in more 
than 300 cities. You can reach them toll 
free. In California dial 1-800-352-0386. 
Outside California, dial 1-800-421-1353. 
Some questions: 
Do you sometimes physically hurt 
your child because you’re angry with 
yourself? 
Were you mistreated as a child and 
now find yourself repeating your past? 
Do you feel inadequate as a parent? 
Depressed? Unable to cope? 
After punishing your child severely 
are you 
heartsick, 
ashamed 
and 
disgusted with yourself to the point of 
prayers and tears? 
Have you ever injured your child, 
and then lied about it? (“ He fell down 
the stairs.” -or “ out of bed” ?) 
If you can see yourself in any of the 
above situations, don’t be ashamed. 
You are not alone. Call P.A. 
Here are some questions and an­ 
swers that might be helpful. 
Who may report a case of child 
abuse? Anybody can. 
Do I have any legal protection when 
I report a suspected case of child 
abuse? Yes. Persons who report in 
good faith are granted immunity from 
civil and criminal court action, even if 
the report proves to be erroneous. 
How sure must I be before I report? 
There is no rule. If there is serious 
doubt, resolve the doubt in favor of the 
child, and report. 
Must I identify myself when I 
report? No, but it would be better if 
you did. 
Is hitting “ child abuse” ? It depends 
on the age of the child, what part of 
body is hit, what was used to inflict the 
punishment and how serious the in­ 
juries are. 
Do abusive parents hate their 
children? No. Most parents love their 
children,*but in time of anger, they 
strike out at whoever is closest. 
Do abusive parents ever learn to 
cope with their problems, and can the 
children be safely returned home? 
Yes. If parents receive the right kind 
of support and treatment, they can 
learn to handle their anger, and their 
children can be safely in their care. 
Does jailing abusive parents help 
solve the problem? No. It only satisfies 
someones need for retribution and

Gas, 
Coo 
Supplies Nearly 


Exhausted 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
governor said gas and coal supplies 
were virtually exhausted, and 30 in­ 
dustrial plants in the Columbus area 
alone were already shut down as Ohio 
faced its greatest fuel shortage. 
“ All the systems are on the edge of a 
disastrous failure unless the con­ 
sumption is reduced,’’ he said. “ There 
is simply not enough gas to go around. 
“ Please continue to keep your water 
heaters turned off. If you are heating 
your home or businessplace with gas, 
lower the tem perature to 65 degrees or 
less and shut off every possible room 
from heating that can be dispensed 
with.” 
Those 
words 
sound 
chillingly 
familiar today, but the date was 1945 
not 1977.

EDITOR’S NOTE: This is tho first of 
five articles prepared by The Ohio 
Society of Certified Public Accoun­ 
tants offering advice on filing 1976 
Federal Income Tax Returns. 


The Tax Reform Ait of 1976 made a 
number of changes in the tax laws, not 
all of which apply to 1976 incomes. In 
many cases, changes that will increase 
tax revenues are applied retroactively 
while those that give the taxpayer a 
break take effect later 
Also, the next effect of the changes 
will be to increase the tax burden on 
persons with higher incomes while 
easing it somewhat for those in the 
lower brackets. 
For example, the new law seeks to 
curb “tax shelters,” 
which 
have 
brought deductions for costs which in 
some cases were larger than an in­ 
vestor's actual investment. Under a 
new "at risk” provision, losses in such 
ventures are allowed only to the extent 
of the individual’s investment at the 
close of the tax year. 
At the other end of the income scale, 
working p arents who m ust pay 
someone to look after their children 
get more generous tax assistance, if 
their combined taxable incomes are 
under $8,000. (For those with taxable 
incomes between $8,000 ad $.16,000, the 
new law normally is more generous 
than the old one). 
Some of the other changes in the law 
that apply to 1976 income tax returns, 
are: 
If you own a vacation home and rent 
it to others part of the year, your 
deductions for depreciation, main­ 
tenance, utilities and the like, now 
cannot exceed rental income if you use 
the vacation home yourself for more 
than the greater of two weeks a year, 
or IO per cent of the number of days it 
was rented. However, if you rent the 
vacation home for less than 15 dyas 
during the year, you need not report 
the rental income. 
Another big break for most tax­ 
payers is the continuation and ex­ 
pansion of the general income tax 
credit. I .ast year, the credit was $30 for 
each taxpayer and dependent. That 
has been raised to the greater of $35 or 
two per cent of the first $9,000 of 
taxable income. In other words, a 
maximum credit of $180 for those with 
incomes of at least $9,000 and fewer 
than six exemptions. 
For most of us, the sick pay ex­ 
clusion which protected from taxation 
part of wages received while off the job 
because of illness is ended. 
The 
maximum weekly sick pay exclusion 
of $100 is now available only to tax­ 
payers who arc under 65 and who are 
totally and permanently disabled. 
In addition, the disabled person 
whose annual income, including the 
disability payments, exceeds $15,000, 
has his weekly benefits cut. When he 
reaches the $20,200 level, the benefits 
are reduced to zero. 
The provision formerly referred to 
as “ retirem ent income credit” has 
been renamed “credit for the elderly,” 
and the rules for claiming it have been 
liberalized. For example, all types of 
income, including investment income, 
can now qualify for the credit. The 
maximum income base against which 
the 15 per cent credit can be claimed 
has been increased to $2,500 for single 
persons. For married couples filing 


jointly where both are over 65, it's 
$3,750. 
One category of wage earner who 
will bt* hit hard by the new tax law is 
the

abroad. Tile amount of his earnings 
excluded from taxation has been cut to 
$15,000. 
On top of that, he no longer can claim 
credit for income taxes paid to foreign 
governments on the excluded amount. 
Often, persons whose incomes of less 
than $8,000 make them eligible for the 
earned income credit, good for a cash 
refund of up to $400. are on welfare. 
The threat of losing part or all of the 
w elfare money caused m any in­ 
dividuals to forego the credit. To 
correct this. the new law provides that 
the earned income credit does not 
affect a person’s eligibility for 
federally assisted welfare.

ADC payments are made to families 
with one parent or one unemployed 
parent on the basis of family size and 
financial resources. The ADC program 
is funded primarily by federal and 
state governments.

preparation for taxpayers who do their 
own returns, the new law has cut the 12 
lax tables formerly in use to four. The 
new tables can be used for taxable 
income up to $20,000 and are applicable 
whether you itemize or take the 
standard deduction. The term ‘‘sim­ 
plification” is misleading in this in­ 
stance, however, since the reduction in 
the number of tables means the tax­ 
payer must do more of his own arith­ 
metic. 
Tile Ohio Society of CPAs suggests, 
however, that as in the past, if your 
income is about average and you had 
no unusual financial transactions 
i home purchase, inheritance, divorce, 
etc.) during the year you should be 
able to prepare your own tax return.

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To Madge, the dressmaker’s offer 
sounded irresistible: 
"You must be absolutely, IOO per 
cent satisfied with the gown or you 
don’t have to take it." 
The dressmaker made the gown — 
and Madge decided, after all, that she 
did not 
like 
it. 
Undeterred, 
the 
dressmaker filed suit for her money. 
" I wouldn’t mind if I had done a bad 
job," she told the court. "But everyone 
else agrees that the gown is beautiful. 
Why should I lose out just because she 
happens to be so finicky?” 
However, the court rejected the 
dressmaker’s claim. Having agreed 
that Madge must be satisfied or else, 
said the court, she was bound by that 
agreement. 
This is the usual rule in contracts 
that 
involve 
personal taste. 
If 
satisfaction is guaranteed, satisfaction 
there must be. 
Still, the customer must at least be 
honest about the matter. Suppose, for 
example, that Madge really did like 
the gown but had merely changed her 
mind about spending the money. In 
that case she could not take refuge in 
the guarantee as a way of evading her 
contractual obligation. 
Nor does a customer have such 
leeway if the contract does not involve 
personal taste. Consider this case: 
A house painter agreed to whitewash 
a man’s garage "to your satisfaction." 
T7ie man announced afterward that he 
was not satisfied. Yet, he could not 
point to anything wrong with the work­ 
manship. 
With no question of taste in the 
picture, the court applied an objective 
standard, 
declared 
the 
work 
satisfactory, and ordered the owner of 
the garage to pay up. 
As one judge put it: 
"That which a person ought to be 
satisfied with, the law will say he is 
satisfied with.”

Congress has more than enough 
incentive in 1977 to bring federal 
spending in line with federal income. 
President 
Carter’s 
announced 
spending and tax plans add up to a 
deficit in the neighborhood of $75 
billion, and that is a jump from last 
year’s $65 billion-plus budget deficit. 
Combined with a federal debt of 
almost $700 billion, these inflation- 
producing deficits offer yet another 
warning to another new Congress of 
the perils of failing to put the Federal 
Government’s financial house in or­ 
der. 
For decades, Democrat-controlled 
Congresses have failed to heed this 
warning, even during Republican 
Presid en tial 
adm inistrations. 
Obviously, the problem 
could 
be 
compounded with a Democrat in the 
White 
House. 
Nevertheless, 
a 
Congress sits down to decide on budget 
targets for the next fiscal year, 
matching expenditures with revenue 
should be the first priority. 
I have joined in sponsoring an 
Amendment to the Constitution (House 
Joint Resolution 14) that would 
prevent the Federal Government from 
spending more money than it takes in, 
except 
in 
periods 
of 
national 
emergency, such as wartime. 
The 
resolution 
also 
calls 
for 
repayment of the national debt over a 
period of IOO years at the rate of I per 
cent each year. We now pay over $40 
billion in interest alone on that debt 
annually. 
However involved the Constitutional 
Amendment process may be, it will 
have more staying power than a 
simple bill introduced for the same 
purpose. A law passed by one Congress 
can easily be changed by the suc­ 
ceeding one. 
For 40 years, people in the highest 
levels of government have been 
talking about the problems we face 
when the Federal Government spends 
more than it takes in, year after year. 
Even Franklin D. Roosevelt, in 1932, 
expressed concern about a balanced 
federal budget. He said, "Revenues 
must cover expenditures by one means 
or another. Any government, like any 
family, can, for a year, spend a little 
more than it earns. But, you and I both 
know that a continuation of that habit 
means the poorhouse.” 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower, in 
the strongest possible language, put it 
this way:

Claiming the state's heating oil 
shortage has reached crisis propor­ 
tions, 
the 
Ohio 
Farm 
Bureau 
Federation board of trustees today 
urged all heating oil users to lower 
their thermostats and conserve oil. 
The call comes just as another round of 
sub-zero temperatures has been 
predicted. 
In addition, the board pledged to 
mobilize farmers to haul coal to 
electrical 
generating 
plants, 
greenhouses, 
dairies 
and 
food 
processing plants in the event these 
businesses can’t obtain coal after 
switching from natural gas. 
The board took the action after 
Farm Bureau staffers reported fuel oil 
supplies have almost completely dried 
up within Ohio and neighboring states. 
Most of the several hundred thousand 
homes in rural areas are heated by 
fuel oil or coal, which is also in short 
supply. 
“ The situation is really desperate for 
farmers and other heating oil users,” 
said Farm Bureau President Wallace 
Hirschfeld of New 
Bremen. "People 
must lower the heat in their homes to 
have any chance of making it.” 
Record low temperatures have 


depleted existing heating oil supplies. 
Oil deliveries have been seriously 
slowed because the Ohio River has 
been frozen for several days bringing 
barge traffic to a halt.

To Madge, the dressmaker’s offer 
sounded irresistible: 
“ You must be absolutely, IOO per 
cent satisfied with the gown or you 
don’t have to take it.” 
The dressmaker made the gown — 
and Madge decided, after all, that she 
did 
not 
like 
it. 
Undeterred, 
the 
dressmaker filed suit for her money. 
“ I wouldn’t mind if I had done a bad 
job,” she told the court. “ But everyone 
else agrees that the gown is beautiful. 
Why should I lose out just because she 
happens to be so finicky?” 
However, the court rejected the 
dressmaker’s claim. Having agreed 
that Madge must be satisfied or else, 
said the court, she was bound by that 
agreement. 
This is the usual rule in contracts 
that 
involve personal 
taste. 
If 
satisfaction is guaranteed, satisfaction 
there must be. 
Still, the customer must at least be 
honest about the matter. Suppose, for 
example, that Madge really did like 
the gown but had merely changed her 
mind about spending the money. In 
that case she could not take refuge in 
the guarantee as a way of evading her 
contractual obligation. 
Nor does a customer have such 
leeway if the contract does not involve 
personal taste. Consider this case: 
A house painter agreed to whitewash 
a man’s garage “to your satisfaction.” 
The man announced afterward that he 
was not satisfied. Yet, he could not 
point to anything wrong with the work­ 
manship. 
With no question of taste in the 
picture, the court applied an objective 
standard, 
declared 
the 
work 
satisfactory, and ordered the owner of 
the garage to pay up. 
As one judge put it: 
“ That which a person ought to be 
satisfied with, the law will say he is 
satisfied with.”

Congress has more than enough 
incentive in 1977 to bring federal 
spending in line with federal income. 
President 
Carter’s 
announced 
spending and tax plans add up to a 
deficit in the neighborhood of $75 
billion, and that is a jump from last 
year’s $65 billion-plus budget deficit. 
Combined with a federal debt of 
almost $700 billion, these inflation- 
producing deficits offer yet another 
warning to another new Congress of 
the perils of failing to put the Federal 
Government’s financial house in or­ 
der. 
For decades, Democrat-controlled 
Congresses have failed to heed this 
warning, even during Republican 
Presid en tial 
adm inistrations. 
Obviously, the problem 
could 
be 
compounded with a Democrat in the 
White 
House. 
Nevertheless, 
a 
Congress sits down to decide on budget 
targets for the next fiscal 
year, 
matching expenditures with revenue 
should be the first priority. 
I have joined in sponsoring an 
Amendment to the Constitution (House 
Joint Resolution 14) that would 
prevent the Federal Government from 
spending more money than it takes in, 
except 
in 
periods 
of 
national 
emergency, such as wartime. 
The 
resolution 
also 
calls 
for 
repayment of the national debt over a 
period of IOO years at the rate of I per 
cent each year. We now pay over $40 
billion in interest alone on that debt 
annually. 
However involved the Constitutional 
Amendment process may be, it will 
have more staying power than a 
simple bill introduced for the same 
purpose. A law passed by one Congress 
can easily be changed by the suc­ 
ceeding one. 
For 40 years, people in the highest 
levels of government have been 
talking about the problems we face 
when the Federal Government spends 
more than it takes in, year after year. 
Even Franklin D. Roosevelt, in 1932, 
expressed concern about a balanced 
federal budget. He said, “ Revenues 
must cover expenditures by one means 
or another. Any government, like any 
family, can, for a year, spend a little 
more than it earns. But, you and I both 
know that a continuation of that habit 
means the poorhouse.” 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower, in 
the strongest possible language, put it 
this way :

Federation board of trustees today 
urged all heating oil users to lower 
their thermostats and conserve oil. 
The call comes just as another round of 
sub-zero temperatures has 
been 
predicted. 
In addition, the board pledged to 
mobilize farmers to haul coal to 
electrical 
generating 
plants, 
greenhouses, 
dairies 
and 
food 
processing plants, in the event these 
businesses can’t obtain coal after 
switching from natural gas. 
The board took the action after 
Farm Bureau staffers reported fuel oil 
supplies have almost completely dried 
up within Ohio and neighboring states. 
Most of the several hundred thousand 
homes in rural areas are heated by 
fuel oil or coal, which is also in short 
supply. 
“ The situation is really desperate for 
farmers and other heating oil users,” 
said Farm Bureau President Wallace 
Hirschfeld of New 
Bremen. “ People 
must lower the heat in their homes to 
have any chance of making it.” 
Record low temperatures have 


depleted existing heating oil supplies. 
Oil deliveries have been seriously 
slowed because the Ohio River has 
been frozen for several days bringing 
barge traffic to a halt. Icy roads have 
also slowed truck deliveries. 


Refineries can’t keep up with the 
demand, a 
situation 
made 
worse 
because the cold weather is forcing 
refineries to shut down for periods of 
up to several days. 


In a related development, Hirschfeld 
said, if called upon by state officials, 
Farm Bureau would mobilize several 
thousand Ohio farmers to haul coal to 
electrical 
generating 
plants, 
greenhouses, 
dairies 
and 
food 
processing plants which are trying to 
switch from natural gas to coal 
heating. He said state officials asked 
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Fann Bureau to be prepared for a 
mobilization. They have offered their 
assurances that all legal requirements 
would be waived if the farm help is 
needed.

(AP) 
- The 
controversey over federal emission 
.standards for users of high-sulfur Ohio 
coal likely will continue another three 
or four months before the participants 
know what the Ohio Environmental 
Protection Agency proposes as an 
alternative. 
Ned W illiams, director of the Ohio 
EPA, has sided with the utilities, in­ 
dustry, coal miners and mine owners 
who claim the federal standards are 
too stringent. 
“There are only seven or eight 
county hot spots that need cleaning 
up,” Williams said. The federal EPA 
disagrees and its regulations affect 55 
of Ohio’s 88 counties. 
During 
four 
hearin gs 
on 
the 
regulations several witnesses disputed 
the federal figures on the amount of 
sulfur dioxide being emitted in the 
state. 
E xcept for m ajor m etropolitan 
areas the federal figures were derived 
from a modeling process. 
Williams says the process developed 
standards assuming that the utilities 
that burn coal were operating at peek 
levels and in the worst meteorological 
conditions. 
That is unfair, he said, and presents 
an unduly bleak picture. He said even 
under those conditions the utilities and 
industries could switch to alternative 
fuels when the conditions arise. 
But the federal regulations, if met, 
would require several coal burners to 
install expensive filters or switch to 
low-sulfur coal from the Kentucky and

In a study of the effectiveness of 
various antismoking programs, Asst.

Russell 
found 
that 
certain types of smokers are able to 
quit smoking and then stay away from 
cigarettes more easily than others. 
Tentative findings from his study 
suggest a relationship between per­ 
sonality characteristics and the ease 
with which a person can successfully 
stop smoking. 


E xtroverted 
people 
are 
more 
carefree and optimistic and do not 
respond as w ell to conditioning 
techniques as do introverts, who tend 
to show greater control over their be­ 
havior, Russell said.

sm okers 
into 
four 
categories: 
—Those who smoke when frustrated. 


nervous or unhappy; 
—Those who smoke in a pleasant 
setting, such as a party; 
—Nicotine addicts;

Russell said categories can overlap, 
such as addictive smokers who smoke 
the heaviest when anxious or unhappy. 
The person whose smoking is related 
to frustration or anxiety is more likely 
to resume the habit after a smoking 
withdrawal program, Russell said. 
“If you don’t give him some other 
means of coping with his anxiety, he 
will go back to smoking,’’ Russell said. 
Russell recommended that smoking 
withdrawal programs include more 
follow’-up to help assure that the ex­ 
smoker will not revert to old habits. 
“ It’s a mistake to run people through 
a four-week program and then say, 
•Okay folks, you’re on your own now’,” 
he said. 
“ It’s not how you get people off 
smoking, but how you get them to stay 
off,” he said, noting that no one with­ 
drawal technique seemed to be sig­ 
nificantly better than another. 
PUCO Asks Feds 
To Investigate CGT 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(AP) - The 
Federal Power Commission will be 
asked to investigate the most recent 18 
per cent curtailment by Columbia Gas 
T ransm ission Co., supplier of a 
majority of Ohio’s gas companies, the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
decided Friday. 
That action will be taken only if the 
gas companies affected don’t make the 
move. 
In 
any 
case 
PUCO 
com­ 
missioners decided the agency should 
be involved in determining the reason 
for the latest cuts. 
PUCO also denied a request that 
would have taken unused allotments 
from curtailed natural gas customers. 
“That would force us to penalize 
prudent consum ers,” PUCO Chairman 
C. Luther Heckman said. 
What the Columbia Gas of Ohio plan 
would have amounted to is a switch 
from seasonal curtailments to a month 
by month system and Heckman said he 
felt the proposal would not 
have 
promoted conservation. 
The commission postponed action on 
a second portion of the Columbia 


request that would have dismantled its 
plan forcing curtailed customers to 
contract for emergency gas before 
Columbia would buy it. 
“ The 
problem 
is 
not 
finding 
customers at this point. It’s gas,” 
Heckman said. 
The commissioners also learned that 
Columbia Gas has sent shutoff notices 
to 50 curtailable custom ers and 
established a plan that defines “plant 
protection.” 
In case of industrial shutoffs the 
commission has directed the utilites to 
provide those customers with enough 
fuel to prevent, “irreparable dam age” 
to the facility. 
That definition does not necessarily 
mean that shutoff customers will get 
enough gas to keep facilities above 
freezing. 
If a plant can be protected by 
draining pipes, for exam ple, no 
protection fuel will be provided. That 
would apply to schools. 
“What w e’re considering is moth­ 
balling and not plant protection as we 
normally think of it,” Heckman said.
